ANTIUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ^;EDICAL  OFFICER  OFHE^TH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


Mr^  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlei.ien, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  J9th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medicar  Officer  of  Health,  being  a  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
in  1969. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  mid-year 
1969  was  2060.  In  noting  the  trend  of  the  population,  some  interest  may 
be  obtained  in  observing  the  following  past  years  and  figures: - 

1956  -  2,220  1961  -  1,920  1967  -  1,950. 

The  Borough's  area  in  acres  is  maintained  at  3,135» 

There  was  an  increase  of  59  in  the  number  of  Council  Houses  during 

1969. 


The  number  of  births  within  the  Borough  remains  the  same  v/hile  the 
number  of  deaths  decreased.  There  \ms  no  death  due  to  Tuberculosis  but 
one  person,  a  female  aged  68,  was  notified  as  a  Respiratory  case.  Mo 
epidemic  of  any  character  appeared  among  the  inhabitants,  and  the  Borough 
once  again  enjoyed  a  commendable  degree  of  good  health.  For  such  favourable 
circumstances  appreciation  ii^  felt  for  the  recomrnendable  work  of  colleagues 
in  General  Practice,  the  District  Midwife  and  the  Health  Visitor  together 
v^ith  all  voluntary  v/orkers  in  the  clinics. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  years  of  service  Mr.  John 
G.  Dixon  gave  to  all  public  health  matters  resulting  in  a  good  hygienic 
standard  within  the  Borough,  Further,  Mr.  G.  VJyn  Fritchard  is  extended 
a  welcome  to  the  public  health  department  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
he  will  have  a  successful  term  in  the  office  of  Public  Health  Inspector  to 
the  Borough. 

As  previously  commented  upon,  this  pleasant  and  picturesque  Borough, 
blessed  as  it  is  with  a  most  healthy  and  amicable  climate,  will  receive 
more  and  more  tourists  in  the  years  to  come.  Therefore  the  Authority 
must  see  and  insist  that  certain  amenities  are  available  to  its  public 
and  are  of  a  satisfactory  standard.  One  refers  in  particular  to  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  all  hotels,  cafes  and  shops,  not  forgetting  the 
importance  of  toilet  f<~cilities. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Tov/n  Clerk  for  his  most  sincere 
and  plea.sing  co-operation  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  environment 
of  the  Borough.  Also  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thanic  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  ^^ealth  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  interest  and 
pleasant  co-operation.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


B.C.Q.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides 
for  the  vaccination  of  newborn  infants  into  tuberculosis  households  and  the 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  knovm  cases.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  controlled  tip  at  Porthamel  (jointly  shared  with  Aethwy  R.D.C.) 
was  still  in  use  during  the  year  and  preparations  were  being  made  to  move 
to  Penhesgin  in  the  new  year. 

A  number  of  refuse  vehicles  were  demonstrate  with  a  view  to  replacing 
our  present  refuse  vehicle  with  a  more  modern  type  of  vehicle.  A  new 
vehicle  is  expected  early  in  the  new  year  which  will  be  a  larger  compression 
type  vehicle. 


It  is  hoped  that  with  the  new  tip  being  nearer  to  Beaumaris  and  with 
a  larger  capacity  vehicle,  the  refuse  collection  service  will  be  more 
efficient  and  will  take  up  less  time  each  week. 


Sewerage 

At  Llanfaes  Housing  Estate  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  was  started 
but  work  had  to  be  abandoned  due  to  flooding.  Work  v/^ill  re-cominence  in 
the  new  year  and  should  be  completed  during  mid  1970, 

The  Town  Sewerage  worked  satisfactorily  except  for  some  minor  faults 
which  should  be  rectified  early  in  1970, 

The  proposed  sewering  of  Llanfaes  area  from  Rhos  Cottage  to  Fryars 
Bay  was  still  being  considered  and  although  the  final  details  have  still 
to  be  worked  out  it  was  felt  that  this  scheme  v/as  vital  for  the  area. 


STREET  CLEANSING 


SocK!  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  service  particularly  during 
the  holiday  season  but  there  was  a  considerable  improvenent  on  the  Green 
due  to  the  provision  of  new.  litter  bins. 


Public  Conveniences 


Wall  Street  toilets  were  improved  during  the  year  and  various  repairs 
had  to  be  carried  out  at  School  Lane  and  at  the  Pleasure  Grounds  due  to 
vandalism. 

Public  Convenicnes  in  the  town  are  adequate  during  the  winter  but  in 
the  suramer  they  are  inadequate  and  due  to  misuse  constant  care  is  required 
in  maintaining  a  reasonable  standard. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 


During  the  year  224  lbs.  of  food  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

Generally  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  with  very  few 
complaints  from  the  public.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Routine  inspection  of  Council  Property  and  other  domestic  and  business 
premises  were  maintained  and  treatment  carried  out  as  necessary.  All 
complaints  were  investigated  and  appropriate  treatment  carried  out.  No 
formal  action  was  necessary  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1947. 

A  systematic  treatment  of  the  main  sewers  was  continued  this  year  using 
modern  redenticides  and  good  results  have  >'een  obtained.
